Applicant's amendment to claim 1 removes a lack of antecedent basis and will be entered. Claims 1-21 remain rejected as applied in the 
Final Office action dated 19 November 2004. 

Applicant essentially argues that the McFarland reference does not disclose "transmitting of the claimed finding". Applicant further argues 
that McFarland does not disclose "sending a notification of a determined finding". It is noted that a "finding" is distinct from a "notification 
of a finding", and that the language of the claims calls for sending a "notification of the finding". However, McFarland discloses such a 
notification in sending an action item assignment, since Corrective Action Plans are generated upon a determination of a noncompliance, 
or finding (column 24 lines 62-66). Further, action items satisfy the requirements of ISO 9000 4.14 which necessarily require corrective 
action upon a determination of noncompliance (column 3 lines 4-6 and column 29 lines 28-36). As such, any delivery of an action item 
implicitly carries a notification of a finding. Thus, the argument is not convincing. 
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
